xr) ‘Usama Bin Laden/Al-Qaeda was identified by 
several U. S. and foreign intelligence services. as a major _ 
supporter and financier of Islamic extremist and terrorist 
activities. As the son a wealthy Saudi construction magnate, his 
personal foxtune' is estimated to be in excess of $250 million. 
Further, he is believed to be involved in financing and support 


. to numerous terrorist organizations to include the Islamic Group 


(IG), Egyptian Islamic Jihad (EIJ), Hamas, the Algerian Armed 


' Islamic Group. (GIA), and Afghan war veterans who continue to 


engage in terrorist activities. Bin Laden may also be supporting 
Jamaat Al-Muslimeen and the Tablighi Jamaat.

instructors provided by supporters of BIN LADEN. Indoctrination 
normally lasted thirty to forty-five days. The person was men 
either returned home or sent elsewhere to fight. 


While this training appeared on the surface to be - 
only for religious purposes, FBI investigations have revealed 
that some U.S. chapters of the Tablighi Jamaat appeared to be 
recruiting Islamic fundamentalists for military training and 
fighting under the guise.of Islamic missionary work.

agencies have reported that Islamic extremists occasionally used 


the Tablighi Jamaat's missionary status to acquire relevant
